A large number of Colored people, 
both men and women were present, 
and when tha decision waa rendered 
a aiglr of relief wn* manifested. ' 

The attorney* for thf plaintiff made 
' s *trang appeal against ths ordinance, 
led by Col. W. H. Blodgett, while Aa- 
. toclate City Counselor Paul lirillin up- 
peared for the. city. 

Jodge Dyer's Decision 

In the meet eloquent language Judge 
Dyer handed down the following de- 
cision : 

The Court: "I have listened with 
'much tntereat to ill that has be™ said 
here.

■rid e rang e. Practical ly the re la but 
"one "" legal ''question "TSfire'^HieTTSnil' 
for decision, and that question li the 
validity of the two ordinance, in ques- 
tion. That being true, it is also true, 
as cqunsel ha* said, that the Cart's 
feeling! personally should have noth- 
ing to do with determining this on. 
question. Judge, are very much like 1 
I other people. They all try to do right 
r and the/ try to administer Justice. 

' ' Nine years ago oa this bench I, 
took an oath. One of i Is provisions 
Waa 'that you solemnly swear that 
you will administer justice to the rich 
and poor alike.' I have tried hard to 
* live op to the obligation of that oath. 

and have fallen far short of what 
probably would be counted a learned 
judge, but I have tried to do justice 
between man arid man. 

" AlluslonHins been made b"y eounaet 
here to the fact that I have lived in 
this, state a long time. For more than 
seventy year* I have resided within 
siily miles of where I sir today. , My 
father came to this state from old 
Virginia where I was born, and settled 
' in Lincoln county io 1041. He was the 
imrtr of Negroea. > * n a raised with. 
Negroes, but. aa God Is my judge I 
have tried always all my life to be just 
to them, and God giving me help I 
will continue so to the end.

District Court, 
tendered Sloiidny, enjoining i he segregation measures of St. Louis, 
was like rollitiir away the stone from tat* sepulchre and letting the 
t'hi-ist of nitr political ami civil .liberties arise. Judge Dyer belongs 
tn tW <>1<I (Juard of our moral ami political heroes, who, in the re- 
tirgankcntion of our government, made' the laws that destroyed 
j-aeiatmu and luralisur ami broadened the constitutional proposi- 
tions that gave citizenship tu h11 persons born or naturalized in the 
I'liitnl States, and declared that "No State shall enact or enforce 
;i law iihridiriiiir the immunities and privileges of citizen* of the 
I'nitcd States." ' * .

considered.. As a citiien I examined 
them with care, and as a citiien I cast 
my vote against them, and, in my jagg- < 
ment, not formed parttonlsTly today, 
bat formed before I exercised my right 
to vote, I believe that these ordinances 
are void and illegal and that the po- 
lice power claimed here cannot deprive 
a man of using th* money made by the 
sweat. of bis brow to baying properly 
wherever the propert y owner will sell 
it, and, when ho does buy it, he has a 
right, under the constitutioc and the 
laws of tbe United States, to occupy 
It, as long as he obeys the law, and as 
long as the property ia not made a. 
nuisance. Everybody knows, we all 
know and regret it, that not only 
among Negroes, bat among- white peo- 
ple there are communities which sre 
uo credit to the localities In which they 
exist,' but I know some of tbe most 
reputable ' men that are to ho found 

the colored people. I apeak of that be- 
cause of the argument made hers about 
the police power being suflcient to" de- 
prive * man of hi* property, deprive 
a nun of his earnings and deprive him 
of the bread thst he makes. . I have 
heard that before, it did not affect me 
then and it does not affect me now.
